SPANIARDS TBANSLATING. 


Secretary of Spauisli Commission Says 


It Is Painful to Haggle Now. 


Paris, Dec. 7—There was no joint ses- 


sion of the peace commisioners today 
as the Spaniards are still occupied in 
translating the Americans' answer to 
their proposals in regard to the status 
of Spanish subjects in the annexed ter- 
ritories. As cabled yesterday evening 
eigrht principal articles of the treaty 
are settled and all that remains for 
the commisions to attend to is the set- 
tlement of minor points of the treaty. 
The treaty will probably be signed 
Saturday next, for the Spaniards are 
as anxious as Americans to finish the 
work in hand. 


Secretary Ojeda of the Spanish com- 


mission said today: "It is very painful 
for us to remain here haggling over 
details since the main points have been 
settled and we have been obliged to 
relinquish our colonies. All work will 
be finished this week. The commercial 
treaty between the United States and 
Spain will be negotiated upon the re- 
establishment of diplomatic relations 
and the question of Spanish ships and 
products in Cuba and Porto Rico will 
be included therein."

of the Currency- 


Washington, Deo. 7.—The annual re- 


port of the secretary of the treasury to 
the spea,ker of the house of representa- 
tives was made yesterday. Following 
fere his recommendations: 


1—A remodelling and extension of the 


act of March 3,1891, relating to the carry- 
ing of ocea,n mails In American steam- 
ships, so that it shall meet requirements 
which han'e arisen since the law went 
fcito operation. 


2—The establishment of a system of 


graded bounties upon the mUeage navi- 
gated by registered American vessels 
while engaged m the foreign carrying 
trade as compensation for the training- 
of seamen available for the national de- 
fense, the system to have regard also to 
the construction of vessels which may 
be promptly and ecosfymically converted 
Into cruisers, troopships, colliers and sup- 
ply ships for the use of the government. 
Special provision should also be made 
for vessels ana men engaged in the deep 
sea fisheries. 


3—Extended application of the prin- 


ciple of the act of May 10, 1892, by virtue 
of which the St. Louis and St. Paul were 
constructed in this country upon the 
registry of the foreign-built steamships 
New York and Paris, this extension to 
continue for a short term of years and 
to be so, guarded as to preserve the 
coasting trade of American built ships. 


4—A moderate Increase in the rates of 


our tonnage taxes, equalizing them with 
the corresponding- charges at present Im- 
posed at London, Liverpool and Ham- 
burg. 


5—Ths restriction of the trade between 


the 'United States, Puerto Rico and Ha- 
waii and the coasting trade of those 
islands of American registry. 


These propositions are drawn from the 


current practices of our maritime com- 
petitors.

Sergeant MeGrath was about 300 feet 


away from the mine when it exploded, 
but was immediately killed by the con- 
cussion. His companions were handling- 
the mine at the time. 


The i'orce of the explosion was felt in 


South Boston, buildings along- the water 
front being badly shaken, and even in 
station 12, at the corner of K street, 
about 300 yards distarit from the water's 
edge, the shock was felt. 


The clerk there heard two explosion®, 


the second being- of much greater force 
than the first. Although the number of 
mines which exploded cannot be deter- 
mined, it is probably the first set oft 
about half a dozen others in the irrme- 
diate vicinity. 


lieutenant Raymond, who was in com- 


mand of the work of destroying the 
mines, was at Fort TVinthrop at the time 
of the accident, and the force of the ex- 
plosion took him off his feet The mines 
which, exploded were of spherical shape. 
32 inches in diameter, and contained 252 
pounds of guncotton. One of these is 
sufficient to blow up a vessel. 


The destruction of the mines has been 


in progress since the latter part of Sep- 
tember and was nearly completed. After 
the mines had been removed from the 
harbor they were stored in the magazine. 


Some had been exploded in the harbor; 


but as the iron plates on each mine are 
worth, about $250, most of them were 
taken apart arid the guncotton removed. 


Yesterday afternoon the usual detach- 


ment of nine men was sent by Lieuten- 
ant Raymond to resume work. The de- 
tachment was divided into two gangs, 
four men transferring- the mines from 
the magazine to the sea wall, -and five 
'removing the contents. A low truck 
about 15 feet in length, with one horse, 
carried the mines to the sea wall, and 
before 1 o'clock, the time of the ex- 
plosion, about 10 mines had been depos- 
ited along the wall. On the trip from 
the masaEine three mines were carried 
on the truck, which had been backed 
against the wail. Th«n came the deadly 
shock. Only the horse's head and shoul- 
ders remained, and fragments of the 
three dismembered bodies were blown 
Into the sea. 


The officials are at a lo«s to explain 


the accident, as tihe mines were of the 
(electrical sort, and supposed to dis- 
charge only upon the introduction cf nri 
electrical current 
It is most likely 


that In removing one of the mines from 
the truck the men let it strike forcibly, 
producing concussion. 
The fact that 


the 
gruncotton may have decomposed 


from long standlngmayhavecha.nged the 
explosive properties, so that mere con- 
cussion was sufficient to discharge It. 


The five men who had charge of th« 


destruction of the contents of the mine 
were intrenched in shelter works at the 
time of the explosion. 


When a mine was to be destroyed it 


was hoisted by machinery over the sea 
wall, and then lowered to a raft in the 
water, where a mechanical device was 
employed to unfasten the plates, al'tei 
Which the contents were removed. 
This 


was accomplished without the neces- 
sity of men approaching Wie mine, and 
whfiTi the explosion came , these men 
were preparing for the destruction of a 
mine, which later was found intact. 
The shelter works were badly demol- 
isTiied by the explosion, but non« of the 
inmates were severely injured. 


Over 50 tons of iruncotton had been de- 


stroyed since September, and only a few 
more charged mines remained. The re- 
moving of the mines' contents was car- 
ried on in the water away from tiha 
magazine, to avoid the r.'sk of extensive 
explosions. 


A large force of police wero sent to 


the island with th'ree ajiibulancfs; but 
at the bridge Lieutenant Raymond told 
them their services were not needed and 
refused them permission to cross to the 
Island. 


Lieutenant Raymond stated that his 


men were employed by the federal gov- 
ernment, and the police or other civil 
authorities should not take a hand in tha 
affaitr. 


Engineer Hiram Vaughn lived in Syra- 


cuse. At the opening of the war he of- 
fered his services (o the government and 
left college to join the engineer corps.

A PACIFIC AL>DKKSS. 


Supports Disarmament Frojeot. 


Neutral In the Spanish War. 


Berlin, Dec. 7.—The reichstag- was 


opened yesterday by Emperor William, 
who, 
after announcing tlw introduction 


of a series of social and labor bills, and 
the completion of the organization of 
the army, said that Germany's relations 
with all the foreign powers continued 
to be friendly, and that the principal 
object of his policy -vvould.be to contribute 
to the maintenance of peace. There- 
tore, his majesty hailed with warm ap- 
proval the czar's magnanimous proposal 
for the furtherance of that object. 


Continuing-, the emperor referred to the 


assassination of the -empress of Austria 
as being a savage and ruthless act which 
had caused him deep pain, and which 
had evoked the most sincere sympathy 
throughout Germany. Referring to the 
anti-arjarch:st conference at Rome, the 
amperor said the readiness wiah which 
the invitation had been accepted by the 
powers jubtiiiecl the hope that its de- 
liberation \\oul-d have practical results. 


Alluding to the war between Spain and 


the United States, bis majesty said Ger- 
many's neutrality was conscientiously 
and loyally observed towards both bel- 
ligerents. 


Then, dealing with colonial affairs, 


E'mperor William pointed out the meas- 
ures taken f oir the economic development 
of Kioa-Chou, declaring that while con- 
scientious!jr respecting the we-Il-acquired 
rights of third parties, the German gov- 
ernment would direct its efforts to ths 
further promotion of its economic rela- 
tions with China, which are yearly grow- 
ing more important. 


The emperor concluded with referring 


to his visit to Palestine, saying he hoped 
the brilliant reception accorded him by 
the sultan and the Turkish people every- 
where would prove to be of permanent 
benefit to German prestige and the na- 
tional inlerests of Germany. 


One of the first bills mentioned was an 


anti-strike measure, providing for the 
punishment ol those who intimidate non- 
strikers, but not interfering with the 
•workmen's right of coalition. 


There wag a. special passage dtevoted 


to the inspection of meat, on which sub- 
ject his maje&ty said: "In order to avert 
the dangers involved in the traffic of un- 
•examjned meat intended, for human be- 
ings, whether of home or foreign origin, 
|ths question of the general Introduction 
of a system of inspection of both cattle 
intended foT slaughter house and mea* 
Is being considered. The federal gov- 
ernment's bill, relating to the subject, 
v/ill, I hope, occupy your attention dur- 
ing the present session."

Ve?t announced his purpose to address 
tho senate on the resolution at an early 
date.

The municipal election in. Pittsficia 


Tuesday Tras somewhat of a surprise 
and Mayor "William TV. Whiting -went 
in by only 25, against a majority last 
year of 114. This result he has accom- 
plished in the face of a good deal of 
opposition in his own party, and but 
far what he styled on Monday "the 
silent vote," and that republican large- 
ly, he would have been defeated by Ar- 
thur H. Rice, republican, who made a 
gallant run. Mayor TVhitins has made 
a good administration and has been 
conscientious in his work. This gave 
him a republican vote which was able 
to overcome the oppostion to him in 
his own party.

An EtlKlinh I'liyfilcinn's Experience 


Among the Oriental Medical Men. 
In an illustrated interview In The 


Young Man with Dr. Charles Wenyon, 
the famous medical missionary In China, 
we aro told that medical science in China 
is not as advanced as it was in Rome 3,000 
years ago 
The so called doctors cp.nnot 


tie an artery, open an abscess or reduce a 
dislocated limb Every Chinaman has got 
something real or imaginary the matter 
with Mm, and there was great curiosity 
to see the methods of the foreigner. 
Therefore, when Dr. Wenyou arrived there 
was no lack of patients. They caiue daily 
by the hundred from far and near—from 
an area three or four times that of Eng- 
land 
In 17 years thoy numbered many 


thousands, and some of them, ns Dr Wen- 
yon says, became the center of an influ- 
ence ruoro or less favorable to western 
thought and western icon 


Dr Wonyon has many curious stories to 


tell in connection with the medical work. 
The litterati, who ars the great instigators 
of riot and murder in China, declared that 
they ought to open a rival hospital, and 
they did open one. A staff of nativo 
"doctors" was found, and the building 
waa called ''The Hall of Ten Thousand 
Virtues. " It was a splendid building, but 
somehow that did not assist the cares. 


Two afflictwi friends came to Fatsban, 


and they decided one to go to Dr Wen- 
yon's hospital and the other to the rival 
place. In three weeks Dr Wenyon's pa- 
tient was well, and on going for his friend 
to the other hospital he found that he was 
dead. Tho doctor tried to console him by 
saying that they had buried him in a 
splendid coffin.

CHiNCSI IDEAS OF WAR. 


FOR HEROES' GRAVES. 


Artistic Fence For Tfaval Plot In <h» 


Key "West Cemetery. 


For several months the burial plot of 


gome of our naval heroes in the Key West 
cemetery has been in a somewhat neglect- 
ed condition. But this is to be remedied. 
The work of putting the plot in the best 
possible shape is already under way and 
before Jan. 1 will be surrounded by a 
handsome and artistic fence of wrought 
iron and bronze. 


In this plot rest the remains of the SI 


martyred heroes who sank with tho Maine 
in Havana bay and those of the four gal- 
lant sailors who lost their lives on the 
torpedo boat Winslow while fighting off 
Cardenas during the early days of the Cu- 
ban blockade. 


The fund for the construction of the 


fence was raised by the Union Veteran 
league. The fence is 6 feet high and the 


Tbe Earth's Rotation. 


Owing to the rotation of the earth, riven 


flowing in a northerly and southerly direc- 
tion manifest a tendency to crowd to tha 
right, with the effect; that the right bank 
of such a river is apt to wear away slight- 
ly faster than the left-, while the channels 
also are apt to be deeper toward that side. 
A locomotive moving north and south 
would experience the same tendency, and 
tho amount of excess pressure on the right 
rail has been computed by a Goiiuan sci- 
entist. 


With a locomotive weighing 88,000 


pounds, and running at a speed of 45 miles 
per hour, it was fonnd that there was an 
excessive side pressure to the right of 150 
pounds. This, however, is balanced by 
the friction of tho engine on the rails, as 
there is thero a resistance of 13,000 pounds 
to any side movement. Practical railway 
men, however, do not find any greater dif- 
ference in the wear of one rail over tho 
other from this cause, while on a single 
track road, tho traffic being in both direc- 
tions, it could not be detected in any case. 
—New York Post.

Washington, Deo. 2.—The city Is again 


taking on animation. Many of the ho- 
tels have been remodeled and prepared 
for the guests of the coming season.

The recent elec- 
tion In several states will in a great 
measure change the personnel of the 
kouse of representatives and the sen- 
ate, and several of the men who have 
become well known a.t the national cap- 
ital will retire from active service in 


a full knowledge of the responsibilities 
that will rest on them. Few, however, 
are disposed to discuss any of Uie mat- 
tors which will in all piobability be 
brought up for discussion.

Oyster catching Is not left to the men alone. Women in many instance* 


have found it a profitable occupation. In fact, this is true to such an extent that 
in some parts of the world they have almost a complete monopoly of the trade. 
This is particularly so with the women of Zeeland, and while they have a 
monopoly, the methods employed to procure the bivalves are crude and tho 
work is necessarily slow. 


Zeoland is tho southwest province of thp Npthnrlnnrla. Tt ?<» rnmnnsort of tlio 


Islands of North and South Beveland, Tliolen, Duiveland and Schouwen. 
They lie in and about the delta of the Scheldt and have an area of a little 
more than G40 square miles, with a population of about 200,000. The land Is 
just a little above the level of the sea, and consequently there is a largo area of 
water from which the oysters are taken. The women who occupy their time 
in working the oyster beds present a rathor interesting appearance. 
They 


dress in accordance with the requirements of fheir work and may be seen 
In large numbers along the water front with Wicker baskets, which, with long 
pronged rakes, complete their outfits. 


Tho work is slow, and but few oysters are taken at a time. They wear 


rubber boots reaching to their thighs. The headgear consists of a large white 
turban, and the bodices are gayly colored and reach to the tops of the boots. 
The sleeves of the bodices are short, allowing the bare arms perfect freedom. 


swim vertically, with their heads held 
high, giving them the appearance of 
high bred horses. Their snouts are long, 
and the eyes, which have a wild appear- 
ance, can be moved independently oft 
each other. They live on seaweed and! 
the small insects that are found among; 
marine growth. They have but one fin,, 
that on the back midway between tha 
head and tail. The pouch' in which tha 
males carry the eggs until they are 
hatched opens at the commencement of 
the tail. When not swimming about tha 
tank, they sit motionless, seemingly in 
deep thought, until some commotion ia 
made in the water by the larger fish, 
when they immediately seek the thicker 
sea growth in which to hide. They are 
very timid and become frightened easi- 
ly. Altogether they are among the 
queerest fish in the aquarium. 


To Lessen Dry Heat In a Home.

ATTEMPT TO SOLVE ICE QUESTION 


By Making Board of Health's Examina 


tion in December Instead of in 


May. 
Last Regular Meeting 


of the C ity Council. 


The last regular meeting of the city 


council for the year was held Tuesday 
evening, and a good deal of business 
was disposed of in quick order. A 
number of matters were put over till 
next year, including the decision on 
the purchase of a new ward 3 school 
site. One new item of much import 
ance was brought up and acted on, in 
connection with the selling of ice for 
domestic purposes in the city. This 
was a revision of the ordinance to pro- 
vide for the examination of the ice and 
sources of supply in December rathei 
than in May, in order that it may be 
done before the icemen, made theii 
harvests. 


All but three of the councilmen were 


present, these being Councilmen Cut- 
ting, Mignault and Whitaker. On re- 
quest 
of Councilman Amadon, who 


wasn't present at 
the last specia 


meeting, the records of that meeting 
were read. 


The 
~ mayor 
then transmitted 
the 


resignation of Frank H. Goodrich as 
an election inspector in ward 5, the 
latter being now the democratic can- 
didate for mayor. James H. Cody wat 
appointed to fill the place, and Ed- 
mond A. Guertin was made deputy in- 
spector in Mr. Cody's pla^e. 


The ice question was brought up by 


a communication from the board 01 
health, asking that chapter 16, section 
3, of the revised ordinances, be so 
altered as to read "Some time during 
the month of December in each year, 
and at such other times as they may 
deem proper, the said board of health 
shall examine, 
or 
cause to be ex- 


amined, the ice and the sources of sup- 
ply of ice which is offered for sale or 
distribution in this city for domestic 
use." 


It was explained that this was re- 


quested in order that the analysis of ice 
should be made when the ice is har- 
vested. The committee on ordinances 
considered the matter very briefly, and 
reported in favor of this and recom 
mending the proposed revision. There 
was no discussion, aside from a tech- 
nical question on the wording, and the 
change was passed. 


An order was passed calling for city 


election December 20, and one author- 
izing the printing committee to collect 
and have printed the city reports. 


The order calling for the appropria- 


tion of $1,000 for a surface sewer on 
Chase and 
Bracewell 
avenues 
war 


brought up for its second reading and 
passed. The committee on streets re- 
ported in favor of establishing grade? 
on Elmwood avenue and Perry street, 
and this was done. 


The committee on streets reported 


on the question of accepting Bracewell 
avenue 
as 
a 
public 
street 


that 
the 
street 
and 
finance 


committees had considered the matter, 
and that it seemed best that the street 
should be opened, but as there was a 
money consideration involved, and nt 
funds to meet it, a postponement ti!' 
next year had been considered ad- 
visable. The same was reported in re- 
gard to a sewer on Summit avenue as 
recommended by the board of health, 
the committee recommending that it 
be built "as soon as possible." 


The committee on finance, increased 


by the addition of the councilmen ap- 
pointed to consider the proposition to 
purchase a school site from the hos- 
pital property also returned the peti- 
tion with the request that it be turned 
over to the next council. Four reasons 
were given for this, as follows: 


First—Should it be granted, it would 


soon require a much larger appropria- 
tion for a new school building, prob- 
ably $50,000 in all. It was thought that 
the petition also called for more than 
was provided for in the charter. 


Second—Until some arrangement is 


made, either through the legislature 
or otherwise, to provide some method 
to enable the city to meet its next 
year's obligations, it was not thought 
best to assume even $10,000 more. 


Third—The season is so far advanced 


that no grading can be done this year, 
and therefore there is no pressing 
need. 


Fourth—It is fairer not to take such 


important action during the last hours 
of the present council, for others to 
continue. 


The report of the committee was ac- 


cepted, and the matter put over. 


The finance committee reported in 


favor of leaving the claims of Alvina 
A. Davis and Mary Broderick for dam- 
ages in the hands of the city solicitor. 


The council adjourned till December 


23, three days after election.

WAS N01 IN BATTLE OF EL GANEY 


And Did Not Provide Food For the 


Regiment. 
Members 
of 
Two 


Springfield Companies Make 


the Charges. 


A sensational statement of condi- 


tions in the 
Second 
Massachusetts 


regiment during the Cuban campaign 
has been issued by members of Com- 
panies B and K of Springfield. The 
statement is signed by 52 members of 
these companies, many of whom have 
befan recently —ociiarged from hospi- 
tals. The signers include many well- 
known young men. 


The statement 
begins as follows: 


'It was our purpose to issue this or a 
similar statement at 
the 
time the 


signed statement of the Second regi- 
ment captains was published, but not 
.vishing to be accused of having poli- 
tical motives in making public these 
acts at a time when our commanding 
ifflcer was a candidate before the peo- 
ile, we deferred action until the pres- 
•nt time." 


The paper then goes on to accuse 


Jolonel Clark of making little or no 
provision for the regiment's food sup- 
ply, and still more sensationally claims 
hat the men did not see him, at El 
Janey until after the battle. 
la speaking of the lack of food the 


>aper says, beginning with the day 
ifter landing: "That night we had no 
'cod, nor any for breakfast the next 
norning. Our colonel had an orderly 
arrying a supply of food for his own 
;se. 
At noon of the day after we 


anded we reached Siboney, and there, 
>y the use of our own money, we man- 
<ged to purchase a trifling quantity 
>f poor food from some Cubans, hardly 
L mouthful apiece. 


"June 27 we were without food and 


lad had nothing to eat since noon the 
iay before. Appeals to headquarters 
"or relief accomplished nothing and 
"inally our company officers on the 
•veiling of the 27th held an indigna- 
Mon meeting and discussed ways and 
means of relieving our distress. This 
\ as the occasion on which 'the officers 
uitside of 
the 
colonel's staff were 


n-actically obliged to take matters in 
harge themselves.' 
This 
statement 


•las been denied, but we insist that it 
s correct in every particular. 


"The company officers of the entire 


•egimerit, the captains and lieutenants 
liscussed the situation. They decided 
hat the regiment must starve unless 
.hey took matters into their own hands 
md secured the food themselves with- 
iut waiting for the colonel and his 
staff to act. Accordingly the officers 
rhipped in' and raised a fund to buy 
'ood for the regiment." 


Of Colonel Clark's action at El Caney 


.t says: "In the battle of El Caney ail 
jur company officers were with us, but 
u-e saw nothing of our colonel until 
after the battle was over, at 5.30, when 
ivo marched to the telephone road. We 
ivere without food until 2 o'clock the 
next morning, but had a long night's 
march and slept in the road on our 
rolls." 


An invention Tested. 


J. Ti. Comisky's patent 
adjustable 


trolley wheel, which was described in 
The Transcript Saturday, was given 
a trial on the Hoosac Valley street 
railroad Tuesday. It was attached to 
a car at the barn in Zylonite, and after 
running the car out of and into the 
barn a number of times the car was 
run to Adams and this city.
